FOR AMENDMENT 
GIVING SUFFRAGE 


Committee, Believing Women 
Have Ability and Right to Vote 
Would Submit Plan to States. 


PLAN SOUGHT 


Effort to Pass Resolution Is to 


Be Made at Present Session 
of Congress. 


. By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—Senator 


Ashurst submitted today the repozt of 
‘the Woman’s Suffrage Committee, rec- 
ommending passage of the Chamberlain 


‘resolution for a constitutional amend- 


ment extending suffrage to women. 

“In this report;” he says, “‘the people 
constitute the Government. They are 
its creators and its maintenance; they 
are the Government. That the grant- 
women 
would add to the strength, efficiency, 
justice and fairness of government, we 
have not the slightest doubt. 

“It is anomalous and archaic, in a 
free republic, professedly made up and 


‘controlled by and administered for all 


the people, to deny to one-half of its 
citizens the right of exercising a valua- 
ble function of citizenship, the elective 
frandhise, thus precluding that one-half 
from the right and power to say what 
law or policy shall be its rule of con- 
duct.” 

The report sets forth that the things to 
be considered in granting equal fran- 
chises, are whether women, as a class, 
“will vote whenever full opportunjty is 
offered; attempt to comprehend the 
questions upon which they vote; at- 
tempt to learn something of the charac- 
ter and fitness of the person for whom 
they vote; vote against dishonest per- 
sons for office; oppose dishonest meas- 
ures; refuse, directly or indirectly, to 
accept a bribe and refuse, directly or 
indirectly, to give a bribe; place country

election as the will of the people and 
therefore as the law and continue to 
fight for a righteous, although defeated 
Cause, so long as there is a reasonable 
hope of success.” 

“We submit,” the report concludes, 
“that the class of voters sought to be 


‘enfranchised’ by this resolution answer

faith, measures up to these require- 
‘Ments. We therefore, upon all grounds, 


conclude that the resolution should be

Julius H. Koehler, capitalist and 


owner of brewing interests, was sued 
for’ divorce in the Clayton Circuit 
Court Friday morning by Mrs. Alma 
Portner Koehler, member of a fam- 
ily well known in Washington s80- 


clety. 
The fact that the Koehlers were 


living apart, as made known by the 


offeriz:g of their Gravois road home 
for sale, was told in Thursday after- 
noon’s Post-Dispatch. 

Mrs. Koehler sued as a resident of 
St. Louis County, though she has 
been in New York and Washington 
much of the time for the last year. 
The Gravois road home, which ad- 
joins that of William J. Lemp, is in 
tne county. 

Her petition was remarkably brief, 
and was in the most general terms, 
with no specific allegations. It fol- 
luwed the set legal form, and stated 
that the Koehlers were married in 
Washington, April 16, 1908, and that the 
wife always had demeaned herself faith- 
fully, but that the husband had “of- 
fered such indignities as to render her 
condition intolerable.” 

Asks Custody of Boy. 

This phrase, in divorce petitions, is 
ordinarily followed by ‘“‘to wit,”’ and a 
list of allegations. But there are no 


such allegations in this instance, and the 


retition ends there, except that it men- 
tions their child, Robert Portner Koeh- 
ler, 7 years old, and asks his custody 
be awarded to the mother. Provision for 
the maintenance of the wife and child 
is asked for, with: the request that, if it 
is deemed necessary, Koehler be re- 
quired to give security. 
Koehler Enters Appearance. 

A notation at the foot of the petition 

bears Koehler’s signature, and shows 


that he has waived personal service andj. 


entered hia voluntary appearence: ‘This 
will make a speedy hearing of the case 
possible, if the Judge to whom the case 
is assigned sees fit to expedite matters. 

Jones, Hocker, Hawes & Angert are 
named as Koehler’s lawyers. The wife’s 
counsel is the firm of Conrad, Elfot,

The Koehlers have in the last three 
years divided their time between the 
Gravois road home and the St. Regis 
Apartments. 


Mra. Koehler and Son at Country 
Home Near Manassas, Va. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—Before it 
became known here today that Mrs. 
Julius Koehler’s suit for divorce had 
been filed, Miss Anna Portner, a sister of 
Mrs. Koehler, confirmed the report of 
an intended sult, and said Mrs. Koehler 
and her son were at Annaburg, the 
family place, near Manassas, Va., where 
they will pass the summer. 

Mrs. Koehler was the eldest daughter 
of Robert Portner, who amassed a /or- 
tune in a brewery in Alexandria, Va. 
When he died, several years ago, his 
fortune was estimated at $5,000,000. The 
estate is one of the largest single hold- 
ers of Washington real estate. It is 
still in the hands of trustees. 

‘Mrs. Koehler’s decision to leave her 
husband has been in her mind for con- 
siderable time,’’ said the sister to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent. ‘When 
she came to Washington last Christmas 
we all talked the matter over with her,

WIFE ASKS BOYS CUSTODY 


WOMEN LEAD MOB’ 
NEGRO IS HANGED 
SHOT AND BURNED, 


Oklahomans, 300 Strong Avenge 
Death of Girl Who Was At- 
tacked and Throat Cut. 


JAIL DOORS ARE BROKEN 
Prisoner’s Hiding Place Found 
and Woman Provides Rope; 
Body Hangs Several Hours. 


By Associated Press. 
ANADARKO, Ok., June 13.—Denny 


Simmons, a young negro who was put in 
jail here Wednesday on the charge of 
attacking and murdering Miss Susie 
Church, 15 years old, 20 miles north of 
Anadarko, Tuesday afternoon, was 
lynched this morning at 4 o'clock, three- 
quarters of ~ mile north of this city. 

The mob then set fire to the negro’s 

body and riddled it with bullets. 
Women in the Crowd. 

At 1 o’clock this morning a mob of 300 
men, headed by a woman who carried a 
rope, appeared at the courthouse, awak- 
ened Sheriff Blankenship and demand- 
ed the keys to the County Jail. There 
were a number of women in the crowd. 

As the Sheriff had removed the negro 
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to the old stone jail at the Indian agency, 


just north of town, he turned over the. 
keys of the County Jail to the mob. . 
The mob searched the County Jail thor- | 


oughly, but failed to find the negro. 

Half an hour later the members of 
the mob, realizing they had been tricked, 
went over to the Indian Agency. There 
they quickly broke down the door of the 
jail, grabbed the negro and brought him 
forth. 

Dragging him to a point across the 
Washita River, Simmons’ clothing was 
saturated with oil. Then he was prompt- 
ly drawn up to the trunk of a tree. 
Numerous shots were fired into the 
dangling body and soon someons set fire 
to the negro’s oil-soaked clothing. In 
a moment the clothing had been Ssurned 
off. 

The mob was made up of residents of 
the northern part of the county, the 
neighborhood where the crime was com- 
mitted. It was so orderly that its opera- 
tions were not generally known in ithe 
city until after daylight. 

Sheriff Cuts Body Down. 

The Sheriff! went to the scerie of “the 
lynching at 9 o’clock and cut th? negro 
down. He said he did not recogniz: any 
of the members of the mob. 

This city has a population of 2500 and 
is the county seat of Caddo County. In 
the southwestern part of the State.

PROTESTING U. R. RULES 


Frank Witt Fined 820 for Re- 
fusing to Drop Fare in Box, 
but Won't Pay. 


Frank Witt of 4620 Eichelberger ave- 
nue was removed from the Dayton 
Street Police Station Friday to the work- 
house as a prisoner who had protested 
too strongly against United Railways 
methods. 

Witt,. who sald he was financially 
able to pay his fine or obtain a bonds- 
man, refused to do either, but said his 
lawyer, Sheridan Webster, would seek a 
writ of habeas corpus a8 soon as he 
should be placed in the workhouse. 

A police court jury Thursday found 
Witt guilty of disturbing the peace by 
his refusal to pay a fare on the Jef- 
ferson line, and fixed his fine at $20. 
He was said to have fought with an 
inspector of the company who rein- 
forced the conductor's demand for a 
nickel. 

Witt some time ago made objection 
to the system by which passengers are 
required to drop their fares into a 
glass box. He held that it was suf- 
ficient to offer the nickel to the con- 
ductor. 

As the company’s rule is that the con- 
ductor shall not touch the nickel, his 
difference with the company on this 
point made trouble repeatedly. 

After his arrest, and while his trial 
was pending,: he went back to the 
ordinary method of paying fare. Witt 
is a machinist.

The aeroplané did not appear to be in 
a dangerous position and. examination 
after the accident showed all parts wf 
the machine evidently were’ sound, 

Drew’s skull was fractured and his 
arms and hips were broken. He was 
dead when taken from the wreckage. 
The machine in which he met his 
death was'the one in which Calvin 
Rodgers made the last lap: of his coast- 
to-coast flight two years ago. Rodgers 
was killed . shortly after completing 
that flight at Los Angeles. 

There were tears in the eyes of Bra- 
bazon, as he told today of Drew's 
death. 

“T haven't any idea how it happened,”’ 
he said. ‘I watched him circle the 
aviation field. The machine soared 
veautifully. Andrew then headed north 
oh the east side of the hospital. He 
said he would not leave the field unless 
the engine worked all right. He was 
not up much more than 200 feet all 
the way and when he was nearly east 
of the hospital power house he turned 
back, circling to the west and. then 
headed over the hospital building. 
When he was about half way between

heard his motor stop. Whether he 
stopped it or whether it stopped of 
its own accord, I cannot say.

Vandiver is 59 years old. He came to 
Missouri from West Virginia with his 
parents when he was a child and: has 
lived in the State since then. He was 
graduated from Central College at Fay- 
ette and was president of Bellevue In- 
stitute from 1889 to 1889. Later he was 
president of the Missousi State Normal 
College at Cape Girardeau. 

He was elected to Congress from the 
Fourteenth District in 1897 and served 
two terms. He managed Folk’s guber- 
natorial campaign in 194. He lives in 
University City and has a dairy farm 
at Columbia.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—‘Probably 
no fiercer battle since American occu- 
pation,” is the description by Brig. 
Gen. Pershing of the battle with the 
Moros yesterday at Bagsak, in his re- 
port by cable today to the War De.- 
partment, 

The Moros made desperate attempts to 
rush the American lines, but were fi- 
nally beaten back and overwhelmed. 
Their leader, Amil, and several other 
noted outlaws were reported killed, but 
the total loss of the Moros is not 
known, 

One American officer,.Capt. Taylor 
A. Nichols, of the Philippine scouts, 
was killed.

PLAYERS ‘at IN 
SLAVERY BY TRUST? 


O’Connor to Charge in Suit Men 
Are “Raw Material,’ Shipped 
Between States. 


For the first time in the history 
of organized baseball, there is a pros- 
pect that, through a suit about to 
be filed in St. oLuis, the United States 
eourts will be called upon to answer 
the momentous question: Ig there a 
baseball trust? : 

That the two major leagues and 44 
minor leagues, which cover virtually 
the entire professional baseball field 
in the United States, are a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and that 
they violate the interstate commerce 
laws and the Sherman anti-trust act 
will be the contention of Jack 
O’Connor, former manager of the St. 
Louis Browns baseball club, in his 
suit to recover $25,000 damages from 
the eight teams of the American 
League. 

O’Connor’s attorney, Horace IL, 
Dyer, will allege that the “goods” 
shipped from state to state by the 
baseball trust are human beings held 
in slavery. He will argue that, under 
the terms of the national agreement, 
which governs organized baseball, 
the players are not free agents, but 
chattels, and that their purchase and 
shipment from state to state is aa 
truly interstate commérce as is the 
shipment of kerosene or tobacco. 

Market Now Cornered. 

Men are the raw megterial] in this 
great business of baseball which derives 
millions of dollars a year from the 
pockets of the public. At one time 
there was competition for this raw 
material but, as will be alleged in 
O’Connor’s suit, the market for this 
raw material has now been cornered 
through the application of trust 
methods to the great national game. 

The general public has only a 
vague idea of the organisation which 
controls the major and minor league 
teams of the United States. 

The keystone of the arch is the 
National Agreement, an iron-clad de- 
fensive and offensive treaty which 
hag excited the envy of lawyers skill- 
ed in drawing up charters and work- 
ing agreements for trusts. 

In its first clauses the National 
Agreement says: 

“This agreement shall be indis- 
soluble except by the unanimous vote 
of the parties to it,. and if any of 
said parties, or a league of club mem- 
ber thereof, withdraws from it, or 
violates any of its fundamental prin- 
ciples, the party so withdrawing or 
offending shall be treated as the 
enemy of organized baseball.”’ 

The agreement was adopted in 1903 
and has been continuously in force 
since then. 

Organized baseball, as sanctioned in 
the National Agreement, ocmprises 
comprises 


of Professional Baseball Clubs and 


the National Association of Profes- 


sional Baseball Leagues. This Na- 

tional Association is the body of 

which all minor leagues are members 
Three Men Supreme Court. 

The supreme governing body of the 
46 leagues in the agreement is the 
National Commission. - This is made 
up of the president of the National 
League, the president of the Amer- 
ican League and a chairman elected 
by the presidents of teams in botu 
these leagues. 

As the commission now is consti- 
tuted August H. (Gary) Herrmann, 
president of the Cineinnati club of 
the National League, is the chairman. 
The other members are Thomas K. 
Lynch, president of the National 
League, and Byron Bancroft (Ban) 
Johnson, president of the American 
League. These three men constitute 
the Supreme Court of organized base- 
ball. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
the commission “shall have the power 
to inflict and enforce fines or sus- 
pensions or both, upon any party toa 
the agreement, or any of its mem- 
bers, adjudged by it ta have violated 
the letter or the spirit of the 
agreement.” 

One of the stated purposes of 
agreement is ‘‘the protection of the 
property rights of those engaged ty 
baseball as a business without sacrific- 
ing the spirit of competition in ithe 
conduct of clubs." 

In the leagues over which the Na- 
tional Commission holds sway there are 
approximately 6000 baseball players, all 
bound by contracts which they canno: 
break, but which may be broken at 
will by their employers. 

This power to abrogate a contract is 
given to team owners in the famous 
"10-day clause" of the contract form 
prescribed by the National Commission. 
This clause says a team owner may 
terminate a contract with a player by 
giving him 10 days’ notice. 

In cases where 10 days’ notice ia given 
to @ player his salary stops at the «nd 
of the 10 days and he is out of a tob 
unless one of the other teams In ihe 
organization claims his services. 

Right here another form of the “‘bar- 
ter and sale’ of baseball players is ;e- 
sorted to. When 10 days’ notice nas 
been given to a player, all of the othe: 
teams are informed of the fact. Those 
teams have five days in which to waive 
the services of the player. If he is un 
American League player and a team 
in the National League wants him, it 
pays $2500 for him. The waiver price for 
players in the National League is $1500, 
The players get no part of this money. 

If a player is released after 10 days’ 
notice and no other major League team 
wants him, he remains unemployed and 
without salary unless he can find an 
engagement with a minor league. 

Owners of teams also have the 
right to suspend players without pay. 
Piteher Hageman. through @ protect- 
ive organization of ball players known 
as “The Fraternity,” recently filed 
suit against the Boston American 
League club, alleging that it had sus- 
pended him and kept him on the 
bench all season without salary, 
while refusing to give him his re- 
lease.

that a 


ere suspended for more than 10 
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days may appeal to the National 
Commission, but players seldom do 
this, as they fear that such an ap- 
peal might further prejudice their 
club owners against them. 

Organized baseball as controlled 
by the National Commission virtually 
controls the output of baseball play- 
ers, O’Connor will allege. 

Players are developed in the minor 
leagues and then purchased by the 
major league clubs under regulations 
laid down by the commission. A 
player who is released unconditional- 
ly in one league may obtain employ- 
ment in another, but a player who is 
adjudged gullty of violating any 
clause of the Agreement is barred In 
all leagues. 

Johnson’s Affidavit Exhibit. 
One of the interesting exhibits to 
be filed with O’Connor’s petition: is 
an affidavit made in Chicago by Bah 
Johnson, a member of the National 
Commission. This deposition was 
made in connection with O'Connor's 
recent suit, in which he obtained 
$5000 damages against the St. Louis 
Browns for keeping him idle while 
he was under contract to serve as 
manager of the team. 

In this deposition Johnson said: ‘“T 
told President Hedges of the Browns 
that O’Connor would never again be 
permitted to play in organized base- 
ball.”

KILLING HUSBAND 
AND GIRL WITH AX 


Declares That Her Confession of 
Their Murder Was “Scared 
Out of Her.’’ 


By Associated Press. 

HARRISONVILLE, Mo., June 13.— 
Mrs. Ida May Kellar, who yesterday 
confessed in the presence of Sheriff, 


County Prosecutor and Coroner that 
she killed her husband, Arthur Kellar, 
and her 7-year-old daughter, Margaret, 
Tuesday with an ax, today called 
Sheriff Jim Prater to her apartment in 
the county jail and repudiated the con- 
fession, saying that the Kansas City 
detective who investigated the murders 
“scared it out of her.” 

It was upon the written confession 
signed by Mrs. Kellar that the Coro- 
ner’s jury, late yesterday, ordered that 
the woman be held for the murders. 

Both Sheriff Prater and Thomas N. 
Haynes, County Prosecutor, said _ to- 
day that Mrs. Kellar evidently was in- 
fluenced by great excitement in re- 
versing her confession, that the confes- 
sion was made freely and that upor 
the strength of it and other evidence 
Mrs, Kellar would be arraigned, prob- 
ably late today, charged with the mur- 
ders. 

Found in a Violent Rage. 

According to Sheriff Prater, Mrs. 
Kellar was in a violent rage when he 
entered her apartment today. She 
screamed that she had not intended to 
say what she did in the confession. 
She demanded that an attorney be sent 
to her and said she would spend all the 
money she had to clear herself. 

“I know who the murderer is, and 
he will suffer for it,’’ she said, seizing 
the Sheriff by the coat. She then 
named a section laborer employed on 
the railroad here as the man. She had 
mentioned him in her testimony at the 
inquest as having quarreled with her 
husband on the day before the mur- 
ders. 

The murders of her husband and 
child, she said, had been committed 
with a pocket knife of her own which 
the murderer had found in the house. 
When the Sheriff said that the wounds 
that brought death to the victims could 
not have been made with a pocket 
knife, Mrs. Kellar was unshaken. For 
more than half an hour Sheriff Prater 
remained with Mrs. Kellar, striving to 
quiet her and listening to her story. 

Mrs. Kellar’s surviving children, a 
girl 3 years old and a boy of 5, have 
been sent to her mother, Mrs. Otto 
Freude, at East Lynne, Mo. Because of 
lack of proper accommodations for 
women prisoners here, Sheriff Prater 
said today Mra. Kellar probably would 
be taken to Kansas City after her ar- 
raignment to await trial. 

Didn’t Realize Act, 

“God knows I would not have killed 
them had I known what I was doing,”’ 
Mrs. Kellar said in her confession. She 
declared she had frequently been irre- 
spousible for her acts since she received 
a blow on the head two years ago. 

In her confession Mrs. Kellar related 
that when she went to bed Monday 
night she waa feeling badly and lay 
down with her clothes on. Later she 
awoke and, impelled by a force sha 
could not resist, she said, she obtained 
the ax and, returning to the room wher 
leer husband and Margaret were asleep 
in the same bed, struck them both blow 
alter blow. Only after the deed was 
dune did she realize what she was do- 
ing, she declared. 

“I remember striking them  both,”’ 
the confession said, ‘‘but I don’t know 
which one I struck first. The blind 
Was up, and I could see them there in 
bed.” 

After she realized what had happened 
Mrs. Kellar says she set fire to some 
Paper on a chair near Hellar’s bed 
that she might gee better, Later she 
went to the kitchen, lighted the lan- 
tern and returned with water with 
which she bathed Margaret's wounds. 
Then she picked up the ax and broke 


@ piece off her own bed that she might | 
make it appear that she also had been | 


attacked. With this done she wen: 
to the neighbors and told the storv of 
the mysterious man, who had,fled as 
she awakened after he had satfick at 


|her with an ax, but failed to hit her, 


and had struck the bed instead. 

Telling of striking her husband and 
daughter, she said: 

‘I don't remember how hard I hit 
them, but I don’t think I hit them 
my best. I do know that neither 
of them moved after I- struck them. 
Margaret made a noise as if she was 
strangling and Arthur as if he was 
sleeping hard.” 

The confession was made through the 
efforte of a detective who spent much 
time questioning Mrs. Kellar and her

STAMFORD, Conn., June 13.—Gregory 


T. Humes, grandson of the late Dr.’ 


Gregory of St. Louls and related to 


many old St. Louis families, who was 
injured in a rear-end collision of two 
New Haven Railroad trains here yes- 
terday afternoon, died this morning in 
Stamford Ifospital. Both ankles wee 
broken, the pelvis was crushed, and 
there were internal injuries. His moth- 
er, sisters and several aunts went to his 
bedside. His father, W. T. Humes, 
sailed for Europe several dgys ago on 
a business trip. 

Five other persons were killed and 17 
injured. 

It. was a rare exhibition of pluck, 
newspaper instinct and loyalty that 
Humes displayed when, injured beyond 
hope of recovery and suffering agony, 
he calmly said to those who were Car- 
rying him: 

“Call up ‘the New York World right 
away and tell them there is a wreck 
here—a big story. Also, tell them I’m 
sorry I won't be able to work on the 
story because I’m smashed up. Call 
up my mother, too.” 

Having done his duty—the first thing 
that flashed into his newspaper mind— 
he collapsed. 

For the last nine years Humes has 
been a reporter on The World. He was 
born in St. Louis 34 years ago and came 
to New York with his family in 1897, 
entering the typewriter business under 
his father, W. T. Humes,, first vice- 
president of the Smith Premier Type- 
writer Co. 

Typical New Haven Wreck. 

Humes lived with his parents and an 
unm..rried sister at 152 East Thirty- 
fifth street, during the winter months. 
It was the custom of the family to move 
to Pins Orchard, Conn., where they have 
a summer home, early in June. Greg- 
ory spent his vacation at Pine Orchard 
and made the trip there on his day off. 
He was on his way back to report for 
duty yesterday. 

It was a typical New Haven wreck. 
The first section of the Boston express 
was standing just outside the Stamford 
station at 4:48 o’clock, changing frorm 
steam to electric locomotive. It had 
been there eight minutes. Then the 
second section came down at full speed. 
First one danger signal was passed, 
then the second—and the brakes refused 
to wusrk. A moment more and the de- 
struction was complete. 

Two men and two women were killed 
instantly. Another man lingered into 
the night with a fractured skull and 
then died without regaining conscious- 

ness. 
The last car of the first section was 
a wooden Pullman. About thirty per- 
sons were sitting in it. The heavy 
steam locomotive of the second section, 
traveling at about thirty-five miles an 
hour, plowed into this car, in which 
Humes was riding. 


Coach Catches Fire. 

The men and women were literally 
crunched in a mass of timbers and gird- 
ers. A cloud of steam blinded and 
scalded them. Flying coals from the 
firebox of the locomotive fell upon :he 
curtains and varnished woodwork and 
set them aflame. 

Only the quick response of the Stam- 
ford fire department prevented what 
might have been a still more terrible 
tragedy, for almost all of the passen- 
gers were pinned beneath the wreckage 
or were so wounded that they could not 
make their way out. The firemen ex- 
tinguished the flames before anyone was 
badly burned. 

The cause of the collision, according to 
a statement made public by the railroad, 
was that Charles Dougherty, the engi- 
neer of the second section, disobeyed 
rules and ran past the “distant” and 
“home” danger signals and then found 
that his air brakes were not in working 
order and that he could not stop. 

At the inquest this afternoon Engineer 
Doherty testified that he had not been 
‘unning a passenger train regularly un- 
til three days before the accident; that, 
on last Tuesday, when he was put on 
the run, he was nervous, but that the

nervousness had worn off by Thursday.

LOVE OF HUSBAND 
CAUSED HER SUIT 


Second Wife Asserts She Urged 
Guardianship in Order to Pro- 
tect His Interests. 


ALLOWANCE IS INVOLVED 


Scoffs at First Wife’s Attempt to 
Have Divorce of Long Ago 
Set Aside. 


Mrs. Mary Hardy Candy, who re- 
cently brought suit in the Probate 
Court to have her husband, John B. 
Candy declared of unsound mind, says 
she still loves him and that her action 
was prompted by a desire to save 
him from himself and others who 
might take advantage of his present 
mental condition. 

A jury in the Probate Court in the 
face of uncontradicted testimony as 
to Candy’s insanity refused to have a 
guardian appointed for him, and de- 
clared him sane. 

“Mr. Candy and myself lived hap- 
pily for the first five years of our 
married life,” said Mrs. Candy to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. “Then 
he began to act qeerly and did not 
support me. In 1912 he was operated 
upon in Portland, Ore., for a tumor of 
the brain. The doctors said that this 
had been growing for the last five 
years. It is to this affliction that I 
attribute his treatment of me since 
1908. I am sure that he loved me. 

Would Safeguard Allowance. 

“An allowance of $150 a month was 
granted to me by the Circuit Court 
in St. Louis in 1910, but I have not 
been able to collect it, except in part. 
I came to St. Louis to set aside a 
conveyance of stock made by Mr. 
Candy because I knew the convey- 
ance would prevent my ever getting 
the allowance. I also filed suit to 
have him declared of unsound mind 
and a guardian appointed. It is my 
love for him that prompts me to do 
this, 

“The suit that the first Mrs. Candy 
has filed to have the decree of divorce 
obtained by my husband from her in 
(Texas in 1907, set aside is farcical. 
I think other people have put her up 
to it.” 

The question of the legality of 
Candy’s second marriage was first 
raised three years ago when the séc- 
Candy brought her separate 
maintenance suit. Candy is the form- 
er president of the Candy Manufac- 
turing Co. 

The first Mrs. Candy in her peti- 
tion to have the divorce decree set 
aside, which was filed Wednesday, 
alleges that Candy got' his decree by 
fraud. It declares that Candy was 
not a resident of Texas at the time 
his suit was filed and that he hired 
an attorney to enter appearance for 
her, without her knowledge. 

Calls Marriage Strange. 

Mrs. Mary Candy’s testimony at 
the hearing of her maintenance suit 
developed the fact that she admit- 
ted the marriage which united her to 
Candy and which was performed in 
the Vendome Hotel, New York, by 
a man introduced as Judge Davis, a 
friend of Candy, impressed her at 
the time as not being like any other 
marriage she had ever witnessed, She 
said no bible was used by Judge Da- 
vis, but that the usual questions were 
asked nd that she signed a paper of 
some kind, but never knew what be- 
came of it... 

Mrs. Mary Candy says her husband 
had obtained a divorce from his first 
wife in Nebraska before his second mar- 
riage to her, but that when he told her 
it might be invalid because of a ques- 
tion of the legality of the service ob- 
tained by publication she insisted that 
he file another suit in Texas, which he 
did. She says it was merely out of re- 
gard for her wishes that he brough: 
this second suit. 

Candy is at present in. St. John’s Hos- 
pital. By his first marriage he has two 
children, a daughter, Lillie, 28 years 
old, and a son, Arthur, 22. years old 
Both are alive. From the second mar- 
riage there are three children: Char- 
lotte, age 7; John, 6, and Hilda, 8. They 
are living in Portland, Ore., where Can- 
dy now claims his residence. 

The second Mrs. Candy says three 
brothers of her husband, W. W., Gil- 
bert and Joseph Candy, now manage 
the business Interests of John B. Cancly.

’ The Flag Outside de the Constitution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Twelfth Amendment to the Constitution: of 
the United States declares that “neither slavery 
nor involuntary servitude, except as a punish- 
ment for crime whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted, shall exist within the United 
States or in any place subject to their juris- 
diction. The Fourth Amendment declares that 
“the right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures shall not be 
violated.” The Second Amendment declares that 
“the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed.” 

These are the principles of justice and of per- 
sonal rights, not only in the United States, but 
universally. Despotism exists wherever they 
are violated. If they are violated under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, then the per- 
sons thus oppressed are reduced to involuntary 
servitude. A person whose house can be invaded 
forcibly and his effects seized by armed men 
when they please is certainly in a state of invol- 
untary servitude to those who thus deprive him 
of his personal rights and his property. When 
this property is in arms, he has a natural right 
to own and use them for self defense, recognized 
az the right of free persons in all countries 
and at all times. It is merely declared in the 
Constitution which prohibits its infringement. Ex- 
cept to slaves, common law has always secured 
the right of property in arms. Servitude is en- 
forced and established over the entire population 
of any country or community where the homes 
of the people are subject to search for the con- 
fiscation of arms, 

As the Moros of the Philippines are now main- 
taining these rights as far as they can with 
their “antiquated weapons,” they are being 
killed as often as it is thought necessary during 
this process of wholesale search and seizure.

A Government engineer engaged in 
revetment and dike work on the Mis- 
sissippi River was talking. 

‘I wonder if people realize how much 
money we spend on the Mississippi Riv- 
er, and how few steamboats there 
are?’ he asked. ‘‘For instance, on this 
division of the river we have from the 
last Congress an appropriation of $1,- 
000,000. With this great sum of money 
we will keep the river open a year 
or two for a few struggling. steamboats, 
of which probably less than one-half 
will make a cent for their owners. It 
has struck me that instead of being 
neglectful of the Mississippi, the Gov- 
ernment has taken excellent care of 
it. Why, I don’t know. It has seemed 
as if we were walting for something. 
I have sometimes helped the engineers 
establish a channel somewhere, and 
then fairly hungered to see a steam- 
boat come along and use it.
